The readers of The Constitution will 
doubtless remember tbe arrest of a young 
man named Albert Bailey, about four 
mofths ago in Alabama. by Mr. Naves, 
charged with ruining Mr. Naves’s daughter. 
Bailey was taken to Atlanta and kept there 
a day, and then brought to Toccoa, where 
he was placed under a $1,500 bond to appear 
at the next term of Habersham superior 
court. Both Naves.and Bailey live in the 
country near Toccoa. Today they were 
both in town. Mr. Naves has been feeling 
very angry at Bailey since the unfortunate 
occurrence of last fall. About 2 o'clock this 
afternoon he saw Bailey standing near Sim- 
mons, Brown & Co.’s store, and began talk- 
ing to him. He asked Bailey if he, Bailey, 
still intended to prosecute a certain case. 
Bailey replied that he certainly did, where- 
upon Naves struck him in the face with 
his fist. 
and carried him down the street. He left 
Naves about fifty yards from the scene of 
the difficulty and started back to Bailey. 
Mr. NavVes then picked up ‘a brick and 
rushed back to Bailey,. throwing two or 
three times at him. One of the bricks 
struck Bailey in the face. 

Bailey drew a pisto:, rushed around Mr. 
McClure and fired four times in rapid suc- 
cession. 4 

The first shot struck Naves in the abdo- 
men. The last struck his jaw, breaking 
the bone and knocking‘ out two teeth. Na- 
ves kept advancing With bricks but the 
combatants were stopped. 

Dr. Davis, who is atterGing Mr. Naves, 
says that the wound may prove fatal. 

Bailey was committed to jail, bail being 
refused pending the result of ‘Mr. Naves’s 
wound. .

Dr. Talmage will stay in Brooklyn. This 
is settled by the fact that his church Oof- 
ticers haVe made up a laise part of the 
dejiciency which was the real cause of his 
d.squietude. He was reluctant, and very 
properly so, to remain as the pastor of a 
church which was not financially above 
criticism. it will be remembered in this 
connection, that the Brooklyn tabernacie 
has been twice destroyed by fire, and that 
under these circumstances a congregation, 
which is not composed of the wealthiest 
people of the city, has founded it a matter 
of very great taxation to repair the injury 
thus sustained. The sum of $375,000, how- 
ever, has been raised during the last tew 
weeks, since Dr. Talmage announced that 
he intended to resign his pulpit, and this 
will be sufficient for the purpose of bring- 
ing about a reconsideration, To say that 
Dr. Talmage is devoted to his church is put- 
ting it-rather mildly; his affection is only 
the logical outgrowth of twenty-five years 
of intimate association, during which time 
he has performed the duties of his charge, 
He has married the young and buried the 
dead. He has ministered to the sick and 
preached the gospel in all ef its thrilling 
interést; and such an association as this is 
not lightly given up. Only the exaspera- 
tion of heavy debt and a mos: discourag- 
ing financial situation could have made Dr. 
Talmage threaten his congregation. He was 
to have preached his farewell sermon in 
the tabernacle this morning; but in all like- 
lihood another discourse will be delivered in

“tt is mot generally known,” continued 
Dr. Alexander, “that smallpox appears in 
three different forms, the first of which 
is not contagious. There’s distinct small- 
pox, confluent smallpox and modified small- 
pox. Distinct smallpox, as the first va- 
ciety is called, is not so much to be 
dreaded, as it is usually of a mild charac- 
ter and unattended with fatal .results. The 
second kind, however, that which the doc- 
tor calls conSuent smallpox, is the severest 
of all three torms. The fever that accom- 
panies this kind is typhus. The other sort, 
which is called modified smallpox, is simp- 
iy varioloid. When a person has been 
previousiy vaccinated, or when he has re- 
covered from a former attack of the dis- 
ease, if he takes it a second time, he has 
‘he modified form, which is known as vario- 
loid. 

‘The first stage of smajipox is not Con- 
‘agious. I have known a man ,who slept 
all night with another man who had the 
fever of the disease on him, but because 
there had been no eruption the disease 
was not contracted. This was the tirst 
stage of the disease, or the latent period, 
and it’s the time that intervenes between 
the inception of the virus and the first ap- 
pearance of the symptoms—usually varying 
{rom one to three weeks.”

“ON, I don’t know,” said he, “I’ve never 
collected any statistics on the subject,. but 
I don’t suppose that more than one in three 
or four cases terminates fatally.

Ten Senators in Combination. 

New York, March 2.—One of the United 
States senators in New York, who requested

BUCHANAN’S ANSWER. 


The Ex-Governor Denies Responsibili- 


ty--Says He Acted in Good Faith. 

Nashville, Tenn., March  3.-—(Special.)— 
Ex-Governor John FP. Buchanan today filed 
his answer to the bill filed against him by 
the state for the recovery of certain suirs. 
The governor denies the charges in toto. 
He insists that in ali the accounts of the 
funding board, the good of the state was 
Sought and accomplished.- Tne bill asks 
judgment for $25,000 forfeit and for $8,500 
commissions and expenses paid !l’orterfield 
and Wollil when the defeniint was acting 
a3 governor and could not be rcacned by the 
chancery court. His act was that cf an 
ind*pendent and co-ordiaate branch of the 
government, and he is not answerable to 
this court. The resolutions of the last 
legislature do not authorize bringing this 
suit. The state cannot repudiatc the acts 
of the funding board unless it repudiates 
the whole transaction, and the legislature 
has already ratified the sale of the bonds. 
He also demurs to specific portions of the 
bill, viz: that the funding beard had dis- 
cretion’ as to the forfeit, whether. or not to 
demand it; that they made the forfeiture 
clause and had the right to abrogate it; 
part of the contract with Wollf being repu- 
diated the rest should not stand; that the 
bonds could not have been sold without 
"aying commissions, and that the legis!a- 
ture has accepted the advantages brought 
about by the acts of the funding board.

STILLS ON THE INCREASE. 


Carolina’s Dispensary Law Makes a 
Home Market for Distillers. 


Columbia, S. C., March 3.—(Special.)—It 
cropped out today that the collector of in- 
ternal revenue, Mr. Towns, is endeavoring 
to have the offices and headquarters of the 
service changed from here to Greenville. 
Colonel Towns stated that the reason of the 
proposed change is that most of the dis- 
tilleries are located in Greenville and sur- 
rounding country, and that since the dis- 
pensary law went into effect the business 
of the dispensary has been mostly with 
that section. It is proposed to leave Dep- 
ucy Collector Richardson and Special Agent 
Causy in this city to look after whatever 
business there is here. Colonel Towns says 
that the dispensary is causing an increase 
of distilleries, on account of the provision 
in the law requiring the state to purchase 
liquor from local distilleries when possible. 
There will be ten new distilleries opened 
this month.

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A SHOOTING PARSON. 


Rattliff, a Populist Preecher and Poll- 
ticlan, Kills Three Men. 


QNE VICTIM IS AN EX-LEGISLATOR 


The Other Two Unfortunates Were 
Innocent Bystanders. 


JACKSON WAS FALSELY ACCUSED 


He Resented te Charge That He Voted 
for a Third Party Man, and De- 
nounecd Rsttliff. 


Jackson, Miss., March 3.—(Special.)—W. R. 
Rattliff, a populite member of fhe Icgislature 
from Attala county, today shot and killed 
T. A. Jackson, his democratic colleague. 
He also killed a bystander named Russell 
and mortally wounded another bystander 
named Sanders. 

Rattliff was at once placed in jail under 
a heavy guard, as Jackson’s iriends were 
reported to be threatening lynching. 

Jackson was a stanch democrat, elected 
last fall to fill the unexpired term cf L. 
S. Terry, deceased. He was a stanch ad- 
ministration man and on even strength in 
his canvass stood by Messrs. Cleveland end 
Carlisle, announcing his preference ‘for 
Carlisle for president in 1896. Despite the 
closeness of the political parties in his 
county, he won by a handsome majority. 

Rattliff, who is a preacher, was elected 
as an alliance democrat to the legislature 
of 1891 on the subtreasury ticket, but de- 
serted his party in 1892 and ran ‘or congress 
on the populite ticket, supporting Weaver 
for president. He was crushingly defeated 
by John Sharpe Wiiliams. At the recent 
session of the legislature Raftcliff placed 
in nomination for senator to succeed Wal- 
thall, Frank Burkett, the populite ci.ucus 
nominee, while Jackson was a eteadfast 
supporter in the democratic caucus cf Judge 
A. P. Campbell, 

Falsely Accused by Rettliff. 

Every democratic member in the legtsla- 
ture was pledged in caucus to so vote in 
the open session of the legislature; that 
there should be no election :intil the cau- 
cus made the nomination. The object, of 
course, was to preciude the possibility of 
the populite vote in the legislature huving 
any effect on or possibly deciding the elec- 
tion. During the daily balloting in the 
open session Jackson, under, this rule, on 
one occasion cast his vote for Ifon. W. 
L. Nugent, an eminent lawyer of this city 
and a sound democrat, but a brother of 
the populite nominee for governor cf Texas 
in the last election in that state. s4fter 
the adjournment of the legislature Rattliff, 
who has a third party paper, published 
in it that Jackson had voted tor a popu- 
lite for senator. Jackson seeing this, wrote 
to Colonel Nugent, stating that he bad cast 
a complimentary vote for him under the 
belief that he was a democrat. Receiving 
a reply from Nugent that he was a demo- 
crat, Jackson published a card ‘Ienouncirg 
Rattcliff as an “infernal d—n liar,’’ and 
stating that he thus called the previous 
question in the matter, leaving Rattliff, 
who is a Methodist preacher, to adopt 
his own course. : 

The Parson Is a Shooter. 
The men met today for the first time 


| since the publications in the papers with 


the result stated above. 

Particulars as to the cetails of the tragedy 
are meager, but the extent of the damage 
above stated is true and is the source of 
much egret here, where both men are 
well known. Jackson was a man vf merit, 
manly and courageous. Rattlif? is a man 
of tried political opinions, but known to 
be a man of courage and of good personal 
character. Being a minister of the gospel, 
much surprise is expressed at the oc- 
currence. 

The particulars of the deadly encotinter, 
as gathered by your correspondent, are as 
follows: 

Today about noon Messrs. Jackson and 
Rattliff met cn the lower floor of the court- 
house and just in front of the sheriff's office, 
where Deputy Sheriff Wallace was auction- 
ing off some goods. As soon as the two men 
saw each other a fight ensued, in which 
Rattliff got Jackson down on the floor. The 
crowd’ that had gathered at the auction 
icterfered and pulled Rattliff away and as 
soon as Jackson arose to his feet two shots 
rang out, one it is thought, from Jackson, 
one from Rattliff, without effect. Before 
the men had time to fire again Sheriff Love 
and his two men caught Rattliff and ush- 


ered him out at the south entrance of the 


courthouse and were taking him across 
the yard when Jackson came out at thé 
west entrance, and, going around the corner 
of the building, came upon the party with 
Rattlifé and then again the duel to the 
death began, each firing about three shots, 
one of which hit Jackson in the head, kill- 
ing him instantly, and two other shots, it 
is supposed from Rattliff’s pistol, killing 
young Russell and wounding Sanders. The 
principals of the affair ‘were two of the 
best known men in this place. 


FIGHTING THE WAR OVER. 
Republicans Attack the Pension De- 
partment—Mr. Black Defends It. 
Washington, March 3.—Several private 
pension bills were passed by unanimous 
consent and then the house at 12:35 o’ clock 
went into ccmmittee of the whole on the 
pension appropriation bill and Mr. Outh- 

waite took the chair. 

Mr. Pickler spoke at lengtk in eulogy of 
the soldiers of the union army and of their 
great achievements and described the mag- 
nanimity with which the south was treated 
by the commanders and leaders of the 
victorious forces. In conciuding, Ne said: 

“IT submit that the union soldiery, whose 
sentiment had been the mainspring of the 
magnanimous action of this government 
toward the people who had opposed them in 
battle are entitled to generous treatment.” 

In the course of his remarks, whiie quoting 
John R. Fellows upon the manner in which 
the people of New York had received, the 
50,000 southerners, who had gone to that 
city since the war. Mr. Pickler was inter- 
rupted by Mr. Boatner, of Louisiana, who 
said that many northern men had come 
into his district and been received in the 
same spirit of friendliness and courtesy: 
Some of the leading residents, the most in- 
fluential of his district, came there in blue 
uniforms after being mustered out of the 
union army. (Applause by the republicans.) 

J. C. Black Replies. 

Mr. J. C. Black, of Illinois, ex-pension 
commissioner, was the next speaker. He 
said that if he had at the beginning of Mr. 
Pickler’s speech entertained any bitterness 
of feeling, it would have entirely disap- 
peared under the influence of the lofty sen- 
timents expressed by him, and he congrat- 
ulated the speaker upon the excellent tem- 
per in which the speech was conceived and 
delivered. He intended, however. Mr. Black 
said, to address himself to the three points 
made in the speech of Mr. Grout yester- 
day. These were, first, that the present 
administration of the pension bureau is 
unfriendly tothe soldier; second, thai the 
policy pursu in the bureau is inimical to 
the rights of the soldier; and third, that 
the democratic party is opposed to pensions. 
The law of 1890, said Mr. Black, required 
that the establishment of three things must 
be clearly made out by every claimant be- 
fore a pensi¢n can be legally allowed un- 
der it. In 1891-2, continued the speaker, 
there was tremendous pressure brought to 
bear upon the bureau for the issue of cer- 
tificates. Under this pressure, in that year, 
in 305 working days, 311,000

He is the conduit 
through which, giving such touch and col- 
or as he may, the work of that great bu- 
reau and the work of its chief are trans- 
mitted to the house.

“And now, you brave gentlemen on the 
other side, every one of you know it. You 
know that Hoke Smith does not sit there 
to dispense justice in little things. You 
know that what he does as the head of the 
great department is practically to accept 
the work of that bureau as performed un- 
der the direction of its chosen chéef.”’

A BATTLE BETWEEN WORKMEN 


Ovexv the Question of Wages—Three 
Were Killed. 

Torrens, Mex., March 3.—The Patron-Ha- 
cienda situated northwest of this city, was 
the scene yesterday of a bloody conflict be- 
tween several hundred laborers employed 
on the place. The trouble was the out- 
growth of a demand made by a part of the 
force of employes for higher wages or 
shorter. hours. The foreman of the ranch, 
Joseph Villardo, refused the demand, and 
was supported in his position by a large 
number of workmen. Last evening, the 
two factions met and a desperate fizht 
took place, all kinds of weapons being used 
by the belligerents. Three men are re- 
ported killed and fifteen wounded.

Idle Laborers Are Willing to Join 
the Invasion of Washington. 


MRS, LEASE STARTLES THE EAST 


She Declares That if She Had Been Elec- 


ted tothe United States Senate She 
W ould Be in It Now. 


New York, March 2.—(Specal Correspond- 
ence.)-The newspapers and politicians are 
moralizing over the fate of John McKane, 
A few months ago this man was a politi- 
cal boss—a regular czar in his way. Today 
he is a felon wearing stripes in Sing Sing. 

McKane is a fine looking man, and in his 
days of leadership his wealth and influence 
enabled him to command the services of 
a legion of followers. He defeated the will 
of the people time and again through his 
fraudulent electioén methods, and for some 
years he successfully defied the courts. 

At last justice has overtaken him, and he 
is now a common convict doomed to hard 
labor in prison walis. Of course, every- 
body jumps on him now, but ‘there are 
worse men among the politicians ti.an Mc- 
Kane. After awhile people will begin to 
think of his invalid wife and blind son, 
and then a pardon will probably be granted. 

Looking Southward. 

The Grand Army men of this city almost 
unanimously favor Atlanta for their re- 
union next year. Leading New Yorkers 
say that Atlanta captures more big con- 
ventions than any other American city, and 
they predict that the Grand Army meeting 
and the exposition will set to work influ- 
ences and conditions that will double the 
wealth and population of the Gate.City in 
a very few years. 

Already it is evident that the southern 
cities with good distributing advantages 
will be the great cotton manufacturing 
centers of the future, Some of the New Eng- 
land mills are moving southward mow, and 
in a short time there will be a tremendous 
rush of northern capital in that direction. 
When eastern manufacturers start this 
movement and frankly state that they can 
no longer compete successfully with the 
southern mills in the coarser grades of 
goods it requires no prophet to,forecast 
the rapid rise of southern industries. : 

The south needs this change. She has 
lost within the past twenty years at least 
a hundred million dollars on cotton specu- 
lations and this money has been dumped 
into Wall street. It is estimated that all 
the products of the south, agricultural, 
manufacturing and mining amount to about 
$2,000,000,000 a year. All of this money 
ought not to drift northward. If half of 
it was kept at home the south would soon 
be the richest section of the union. 

A Wild Scheme. 

It is reported that thousands of idle men 
in different parts of the country will try 
to back 8S. J. Coxey, of Ohio, ‘in his pro- 
posed invasion of Washington, May Ist, 
with 10,000 unemployed laboring men, to de- 
mand relief from co-gress. Even in Ok- 
lahoma a large excursion party is organiz- 
ing to join Coxey and his followers in the 
capital city. 

The movement will hurt nobody except 
those who are engaged in it. Eighty years 
ago Aaron Burr said that he could take 
500 men to Washington and drive the fed- 
eral government into the Potomac, but he 
did not make the attempt. Coxey’s 10,000 
men will make a very feeble showing on 
Pennsylvania avenue, and if they resort to 
violence they will get the worst of it. 
Mobs and rioters cannot accomplish much 
in our large American cities. The draft 
riots in New York and Boston during the 
war ended in the slaughter and punishment 
of the men who started them, and the re-

To Protect Old Men. 

A bill pending in the Massachusetts leg- 
islature provides that in breach of promise 
suits no person over sixty years of age 
shall be required to pay in damages a 
greater sum than $5,000. The introducer 
of the bill says that it is in the interests 
of morality. Men over the age of sixty 
are easily imposed upon by young women, 
and they need protection. Here in New 
York we have had some -remarkable cases 
in which rich old fellows have been made to 
pay heavy damages to pretty girls who al- 
leged that they had broken their agreement

THE BRAZILIAN WAR. 


Movements of the Government Forcea 
and the Insurgents. — : 

Rio de Janeiro, February 27, via Monte- 
ivdeo, March 3.—(Copyrighted 1894, by the 
United Press.)}—Mr. Burt, agent for Charles 
R. Flint & Co., of New York, left Bahia 
on February 22d, and arrived here yester- 
day. He says that the government fleet 
at Bahia consists of eight vessels. The gov- 
ernment fears to bring this fleet to Rio 
de Janeiro lest the Brazilian crews go over 
to the insurgents. The foreigners in the 
crew, however, are determined to fight, and 
would turn on any Brazilians who 
might try to revolt. 

Mr. Burt expects that the fleet will come 
to Rio the day after the election. The dy- 
namite criuser, Nictheroy, he says, 
brought here on February 18th,to take a few 
experimeptal shots at the insurgent forts, 
Villegaignon and Cobras, but President 
Piexoto changed his mind at the last mo- 
ment. The experiment made with the Nic- 
theroy were successful. Mr. Burt saw 
nothing of the Aquidaban or Republica 
coming down, and believes that “boty ves- 
Sels have gone to Desterro. 

Admiral da Gama said that the insur- 
gents would accept Moraes as president, al- 
thougH the election would be illegal, be- 
cause martial law would be enforced until 
the very end of this month. If Moraes 
succeeded he will order a new election of 
congressmen. The insurgents now admit 
that they lost all hands (twenty-six men) 
aboard the steamer Venus, by the explos- 
ion of her magazine last week. The Ve- 
nus sank in shoal water off Agenho island. 
Both her cannon were saved and were 
mounted on other vessles. The erroneous 
report that the explosion occurred aboard 
the steamer Mercury was sent out, but 
was soon proven faise. 

The government has completed the cor- 
don of troops along the bay shore. 4 

Butehering the Boys. 

A few sailors were encountered at Mage, 
but they fled after losing three killed and 
several wounded. After getting possession 
of the position, the government soldiers 
bayoneted several boys of ten or twelve 
years of age, who had associated with the 
insurgents. One boy was held up by the 
heels and split in two by a swor@in front 
of his mother’s eyes. The cordon will cut 
off all communication between the insur- 
gents and the interior. 

The upper part of the bay has been aban- 
doned and all the insurgent vessels are 
scattered among the merchant ships. The 
insurgent garrison on Cobras island now 
numbers about one hundred. The ‘average 
crew of an insurgent warship is hardly 
forty. The government, however, cannot 
rouse its force to anything like activity, 
although any half-determined effort to take 
the insurgent positions by sterm would 
surely be successful. 

There are stories that the insurgents have 

buried dynamite on the edge of Villegaig- 
non and Cobras islands to protect them 
against attacks and scare the government 
troops. 
, A small increase of yellow fever ashore 
shas been reported in the last few days. 
Forty masters of merchantmen in the har- 
bor are said to have died of the disease. 
Among the political prisoners who are said 
to number 3,500, the epidemic is making ter- 
riole progress.

The Clifton Iron Company has 
blown in two furnaces at Ironton, Ala., af- 
cer being idle two years; blast furnaces, 
Labele mill, Wheeling, W. Va.; cotton tie 
mill, Rome, Ga.; planing mills of Royle 
& Co. Obion, Tenn.; Terra Alta 
woolen mills at Terra“ Alta, W. 
Va.; Rarig Machine works, Buena 
Vista, Va.; the Fork Shoal cotton mills, at 
Greenville, S. C.; coal mines at Egypt, N. 
C.; Southern lumber mills, Valley View,

RIGHMOND TERMINAL 


How the Reorganization Plans Have 
Been Modified. 


TEMPORARY SEALING OF FIXED CHARGES 


The Drexel Morgan Company Movement, 
It Seem, Will Be a Go— Details of the 
Committee’s Recent Report. 


The work of reorganizing the Richmond 


Terminal progresses fairly. 

The recent gircular, a review of which 
appeared in the railroad columns of The 
Constitution a few days ago shows that 
the Drexel, Morgan & Co. committee has 


‘ somewhat modified the vriginal plans for 


reorganization. The pamphlet issued by 
the committee gives a full explanation of 
the reasons for the proposed changes, and 
the theory upon which they were made. 
The great falling ‘off of earnings in the 
past eight months is pointed out, and the 
fact that earnings are still at a very low 
level, with no immediate prospect of a re- 
turn to the figures of a year ago, on which 
the original plan was vased. It is,. there- 
fore, necessary to provide for additional in- 


debtedness, as well as for future necds unr- | 


til earnings shall improve. .To do this a 
@urrender is asked of all back inter2st, and 
all coupons for a. year or two come on 
many of the new securities going to prop- 
erties which cannot make good the arrears 
of income already accrued. 

The modified plan embraces about 4,600 
miles and the securities to be issued are 
adjusted to this new mileage. The amounts

The committee announces its intention to 
push the reorganization vigorously to a 
conclusion. ‘The Richmond ‘l’erminal is 
practically wound up and all its assets are 
owned by the committee. A decree of fore- 
closure for the Richmond and Danville is 
expected in a few days. A decree for the 
Bast Tennessee is in course of preparation. 
A charter, very lberal in its terms, has al- 
ready been secured for the new company, 
and everything is now shaped for quick and 
successful work. Ample funds are provided 
for purchasing additional equipment and 
other improvements, which wiil add largely 
to earnings as well as’ diffuse a large 
amount of money throughout the south.

But this is precisely what The Consti- 
tution has done and is doing. It pro- 
poses to hold to a strict accountability 
those who for any reason betray a_ten- 
dency to repudiate the platform pledges 
or to retreat from the demands _ bodied 
forth in the democratic decldration of 
principles. The Constitution hag said, 
and it here repeats, so that there may 
be no misunderstanding about it, that 
it knows neither friend nor foe in the 
work of holding the party to its pledges.

The Constitution has not attacked the 
Georgia delegation in congress, nor has 
it attacked Speaker Crisp. It has urged 
them to stand by the platform in all 
particulars; and it has done this not be- 
cause urging was necessary, but to place 
before them the constant reminder that 
the people would not endorse any devia- 
tion from democratic. principles. 

If every democratic delegation in con- 
gress had remained as true to the prin-

The New York Sun, in its review 
of the cotton market last Wednesday, 
says it is reported that six large cot- 
ton mills from New England will proba- 
bly move their plants to the south this 
year. Of this number, three are certain 
to come—Bliss, Fabyan & Co., the 
Dwight Manufacturing Company and 
the Massachusetts Manufacturing Com- 
pany. i 

This movement is very promising’ 
There is plenty of room here for all the 
New England mills and as many more 
besides. In good times or,bad éheir 
profits will be larger and all their e¢x- 
penses lighter. 


The uthward Movement. 

The Philadelphia Bulletin advises 
northern manufacturers to keep out of 
the south until it becomes a convert to 
the doctrine of protection. 

This is nonsense. The northern manu- 
facturers who are getting ready to come 
‘south are not influenced by fads or sen- 
timental considerations. They are com- 
ing here because they want to get nearer 
to the raw material so that they can re- 
duce expenses and, increase their profits. 
They do not care anything about the 
anti-protection views of our people so 
long as they can establish their mills 
here and make 25 per cent dividends. 
The outside world is gradually waking 
up to the fact that the south is naturally 
a very rich section. and only needs capi- 
tal and development to be very pros- 
perous. Our cotton ‘crop yields an- 
nually $300,000,000. All our field crops 
are worth $1,000,000.000 ®& year. Our 
mineral, timber and manufactured prod- 
ucts amount to another $1,000,000,000 
annually. Our iron mines are practically 
inexhaustible, but our forests are perhaps 
worth even more than the mines. The 
phosphate beds of South Carolina and 
Florida will in time yield more money 
thah the entire gold output of Califor- 
nia. 

Yet, notwithstanding these facts, New, 
York city alone has more wealth than 
the entire south. The trouble fs that 
we have been backward in dévelopment, 
and one leading cause of this is the de- 
monetization of ‘silver. The striking 
down of one-half of our currency has 
caused our products to steadily decline 
in price. The Richmond Progressive 
South says: 


At a recent meeting of the leading citi- 
zens of Massachusetts, embracing President 
Andrews, Francis A. Walker, who, per- 
haps, is the best specialist on this subject; 
also Alexander Aggassiz, Josiah Quincy, 
William E. Russell and others of all shades 
of political opinion, it was conceded by ail 
that the demoneétization of silver is the 
great cause of the present misery and suf- 
fering on the part of the masses and the 
vast accumulation of wealth in the hands 
of a few—a condition which, in the near fu-. 
ture, would also destroy all the middle 
class (the farmers, merchants and manufac- 
turers and professional classes), who are 
not possessed of some monopoly—artificial, 
through legislation; or natural, given by the 
people at large. They have organized for 
a supreme effort to restore bimetallism as 
the first necessity for restoring common 
prosperity. 

Then, our financial system gives the 
egntrol of the currency to bankers and 
speculators who withdraw it from the 
country at large and “*congest it in the 
cities. The masses are overtaxed, while 
the big corporations and the rich bond- 
holders escape with only a nominal tax. 

Under these conditions the entire 
country suffers, but the south has held 
her own better than any other section. 
This is generally admitted, and ‘it is 
another reason why northern capital and 
enterprise are looking this way. The 
indications are that the southward 
movement will continue for generations 
to come, and just as soon as we re-es- 
tablish bimetallism and redeem the dem- 
ocratic pledges of financial relief and 
tariff reform: this section will enjoy a 
boom for a century to come. . 


The People and Silver. 

The patronage heelers in this neighbor- 
hood, who are undertaking to twist the 
democratic platform so that it will fit 
the views of the eastern plutocrats are 
very much shocked and alarmed be- 
cause The Constitution, in discussing 
the present condition of Mexico, where 
all the forces that make for prosperity 
are steadily at work, declared that*the 
silver standard is more stable than the 
gold standard. 

We can relieve that fit of hysterics, 
however, without going very far into the 
discussion of the standards. Stability 
is what the goldbugs claim they are af- 
ter, but is there any stability ip a stand- 
ard which has brought about an era of 
falling prices? Since 1873, prices have 
been falling and values shrinking in 
every gold standard country in the 
world, and, during the last two yéars, 
they have taken a new plunge. Is this 
what the goldbugs call stability? Is it 
what they call soundness? 

On the other hand, in Mexico prices 
have not fallen at all. They are on the 
same level they held in 1873, and what 
appears to them to be a premium on 
gold acts as a powerful stimulus in in- 
creasing their exports and building up 
their industries. This being true, is not 
the financial condition of Mexico at this 
moment far superior in every way to 
the conditions of the people of this coun- 
try, where business has practically gone 
to the dogs, where industrial develop- 
ment has been. completely arrested, and 
where millions of workingmen are out 
‘of employment? i 
We haye heard before now of protests 
against silver on the ground that it 
was the money of the barbarous and 
semi-civilized nations. But what is the 
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not for the single gold nor the single 
silver standard, but, with the democratic 
party, holds to the use of both gold 
and silver as the standard money of 
the country.

In 
Europe it*has always been very active, 
and we have had a touch of it in this 
country. <A bright, pretty woman with 
a fancy for politics can easily confuse 
the councils of statesmen and sometimes 
control them. 

After all, human nature has not 
changed since the time of Richelieu and 
Marion de Lorme. Give the Princess 
Marie a chance, and’ she may, with a 
smile and @ glance, ‘cause the map of 
Europe to be remodeled. But the chances 
are against her just now, The expos- 
ure Of her designs upon the czar will 
doubtless make it impossible for her to 
do anything. more in that quarter, and 
the French government will have to 
utilize her talents. in another direction: 
If she should cross over irfto Russia it is 
quite likely that her former companion 
in forest walks and talks would lock 
her up for giving away his secrets. Such 
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things have happened in the land of the 
czar.

orado citizens, if correctly reported, 
manifests such extreme discontent, and 
such intense opposition to the financial 
and economie policy of the powers that 
be, that it affords food for thought. 

Georgetown will come out all right 
yet. When her judgment equals her 
pluck she will forge her way to the 
front as one of the most progressive 
towns in the west. Cheer up, little sis- 
ter, and remember that every cloud has 
its silver lining.

GREAT PASTURES OF TEXAS. 


| Enormous Acres Under the Control of 


- 


a Single Company or Firm. 
From The Memphis Commercial. 
Very few people at a distance, in think- 
ing of western Texas, understand that 
nearly the whole of it is at present fenced 
up in mammoth pastures, yet such is the 
case. Many of them are larger than ordi- 
nary counties, and some of them embrace 


large parts of three or four counties. 


Just west of Belcherville, Tex., come the 
Silverstein, the Ikeard and the Worsham 
pastures. This latter contains 50,000 acres 
and has ‘one line of fence twenty-three 
miles long. Pastures of about this size 
continue in. almost unbroken succession 
until we reach Armstrong county. There 
we find what is known as the Goodnight 
ranch, the southern boundary of which is 
a little string of fence eight-three miles 
long. Charley Goodnight, as the owner is 
familiarly known, is considered one of the 
richest men in the Panhandle, but I really 
feel sorry for his boys if he ever sends 
tllem out on a hot afternoon te stop hog 
hfles in tHat line of fence. It is hardly 
likely that this is the case, however, as all 
fences in that country are built to turn cat- 
tle and without reference to hogs. There 
is a little railway station called Goodnight, 
which consists of the Goodnight residence 
and-the depot. Mr. Goodnight lives in al- 
most baronial style. His park contains 
deer, a drove of elks and one of the few 
herds of buffalo to be found in the United 
States. 

Another fair-sized holding of land is that 
of the Espinelia Cattle Company. This con- 
tains over 1,500,000 acres, and takes in parts 
of Dickens, Crosby and Emma counties. 
If thé and were in the form of a square it 
would be about fifty miles each way. The 
Matterdere is smaller, but still includes 
rather more than 1,000,000 acres. These are 
both owned ‘by syndicates, with headquar- 
ters in London, and they are only two se- 


‘lected at random out of a large number. . 


They have ha@@ thefr bearing on state poli- 
tics. If it were not for the railroad com-

The largest of these alien land holdings 
belongs to what is called the Capitol syndi- 


-cate.*A few years ago the old capitol at

in payment therefor they reegived 3,000,000 
acres of public lands. Does, the reader 
realize Row big 3,000,000 acres of land is? 
Imagine a slice of land twenty-four miles 
wide and extending across the state of Mis- 
ouri at its northern border. Such a strip 
auld include the whole northern tier of 
¢ ties and would be larger than several 
states of the union. 

ye: would be about the extent of the 
Capitol syndicate’s' pasture. Few people 
have any idea that there is such a thing as 
a single pasture, in one body and within 
one fence, larger than some states in the 
union, yet such is the fact. More than 
that, it is owned by a foreign syndicate. It 
takes in half of Deaf Smith county and 
parts of several others. 

Another large pasture is that of the X. I. 
T. Cattle Company. It begins with the 
Colorado line and extends several counties 
back this way. The Fort Worth and Den- 
ver railroad runs through it. Some idea of 
its size may be gathered from the fact 
that the regular night express train enters 
on the south side of the pasture at 11:0 
o’clock, and after continuous running, 
leaves it at 2:20 o’clock next morning. A 
pasture which it takes an express train 
four hours and a quarter to cross would be 
considered large in some countries.

General Eyans and Mr. Atkinson Are 
Ready to Meet. . 


TERMS OF THE DEBATE AGREED UPON 


By the Representatives of Hach ofthe Two 
Principals at the Meeting, Which 
Took Place Yesterday. 


The details of the joint debate between 
General Evans and Mr. Atkinson, the two 
candidates for the democratic nomination 
for governor, were artanged yesterday at a 
meeting, of representatives of each side, 
who ssembled at 3 o’clock at Room 104 
of the Kimball house, to determine upon the 
details of the debate, 7 

General Evans appointed the following 
gentlemen to represent him at the confer- 
ence:

THE STORY OF A WONDERFUL CAREER. 


The Curiosities of a Florida Trip—Mr. J. 
TT. Eichberg Tells a Story—Gossip 
by the Way- 


The fact that the Venable Bros. have 
wecured an immense contract for street 
paving in Baltimore is full of suggestion 
on several lines.

The oper- 
atives were half paid and squallid. They 
got but a pittance from the existence of 
the factory. The directors got the fat div- 
tuends which they carried to their homes 
an Boston, Syracuse, Cleveland and Norris- 
town. 

That is the usual story which follows 
*‘northern investment.” 


How different is the story of the Venable 
boys at the base of Stone mountain! 

They put their own hands to the work, 
and determined that there was jst as. 
much future for them in it as there could 
be for any man with a northern postoffice 
address. Their beginring had to be hum- 
ble, and their work fude, but they were 
content to learn wisdom in the school of 
experience. 

And what is the result? 

The success and the profit belong to citi- 
gens of Georgia, instead of to citizens of 
Massachusetts. Ai. immense pay roll main- 
tains hundreds of well-paid employes.

Of all the scenery which Florida pre- 
sents I think that of the Ocklawaha the 
most weird and entrancing.

Johns, is rarely ever twenty-three feet wide, 
and for 125 miles winds its merry’ way 
through the center of a dense cypress 
swamp. In that 135 miles there are 976 
bends, some as tortuous and intricate as 
the windings of a thread. The bushes 
grow low, so that they scrape the deck of 
the steamer as it journeys its course 
through its confined channel.

ABOND STORY — 


Which Aptly Illustrates How the Ten 
Per Cent Tax Works 


OR RATHER HOW IT DID NOT WORK. 


Good Results of the “Baby,.’ Bond Issue— 
A Letter trom Mr. Grady to Mr. Gar- 
raid and His Reply. 


—) 


Columbus, Ga., March 3.—(Spécial.)—The 
rcpeal of ihe 10 per cent tax on issues of 
state currency being one of the pledges 
of the democratic platform, is earnestly ad- 
vocated in the south, but at no point has 
such a measure been stronger advocated 
than right in Columbus, wh-re lives the 
well known Georgian whose active insis- 
tence as a member of the committee on 
resolutions of the national democratic con- 
vention, succeeded in securing platform 
recornition for the proposition. | 

Before he became a speaker of the Geor- 
gia house of representatives, Mr. Garrard 
distinguished himself as a member of the 
house from Muscogee cvunty in his fight 
for the ‘“‘baby’’ bonds, the issue of which 
was contested) on the ground that they 
conflicted with the 10 per cent tax and 
would be subjected to it. It will be re- 
membered that the bonds were issued in 
the shape of notes to be issued as currency. 

At that time he Constitution heartily 
advocated the issue of the bonds and main- 
ta.ned thelr consti*utionality. The following 
letter received by Mr. Garrard from Mr, 
Grady, then managing editor of The Consti- 
tution, explains itself: 

Mr. Grady to Mr. Garrard. 

Atianta, Ga., ‘| January 19, 1879.— 
My Deur Sir: you may, have noted tnat 
ever since your bonds have been spoken oi 
l have written thein up in botn the norih- 
ern and home press. They are now the 
best advertised issue ever made. This then, 
must be my excuse for the toliowing re- 
quest. The bonus are going to be attacked 
upon the ground of unconstitutional issue. 
ihis is cértain. in an interview with me, 
Juuge HM. K. Mchay. stated tnat he did not 
entertain a doubt as to the unconstitution- 
ality.of the issue. He had very ciosely 
examined the law and it seemed to me that 
he had done so at the demand of a client~ 
possibly a United States court ofticer. It 
is certain that the issue will be made pub- 
licly and promptly. [ therefore Suggest 
that it would be well for you to prepure 
as briefly as possible (and ‘full and plain) 
the argument by which you convinced your- 
seif of the legality ¢€ their issue and let 
me have it as early a3 you can furnish it. 
I take it that you have the case more 
thoroughly in hand than any one else and 
can cover the ground with less research 
and more satisfaction than ane not so con- 
Versant with the law and decisions bearing 
on the contested points.

Mr. Garrard’s Reply. 
- oak elon of January 15, 1879, con- 
hed a statement from Mr. Garrard im re- 
bly to the above, in which is set forin the 
Cause of the issue of the honds, and a de- 
fense of their constituuonality which was 
afterwards recognized. The good work whicn 
was done by the bonds is well remembered 

In his interview, Mr. Garrard stated: * 

It is manifestly impossible for me to 
give an interview or an argument on the 
constitutionality of this issue. But it is for 
me to say that the joint finance committee 
of the general assembly, including some of 
the ablest lawyers of the state, became satis- 
fied that chere was no constitutional trouble. 
This question was thoroughly discussed, pro 
and con, before the endorsement of the com- 
mittee. In The Constitution of a few days 
since, the extract, answéring the assault of 
The New York Evening ost gave as fairly 
and fully as could well be done in a news- 
paper article, the answer to the charge 
of unconstitutionality. I do not think anv 
formal issue will be made on the bonds. 
If there is, friends will be found who will 
clearly demonstrzte their constitutionality. 

“It may be well, however, to explain the 
cause of the issue of these bonds. The ru- 
mor has gone abroad that they were order- 
ed for the purpose of adding to our debt. 
This is not true. They were ordered solely 
for the purpose of providing money witn 
which to pay up certain bonds falling due. 
In 1856—as you will see by reference to the 
comptroller general’s report—ihere were is- 
sued $200,000 worth of bonds that fall due 
this year; $150,000 in February, and $50,000 
in August. It is to provide for the payment 
of these bonds that the 4 per cent bonds 
were ordered. The amount was put at $500,100 
because, in addition to the $200,000 which 
falls due this year, $290,000 falls iue in 1880 
and $100,000 in 1881. This erhausts the whole 
$500,000 of 4 per cents. 

“These bonds, by special provision of the 
act creating them, are to be sold only as 
needed. So that there will be only $200,000 
offered for sale this year-—certainly not 
enough to become a drag on the market, as 
it has been suggested they would. Another 
special clause of the act requires that the 
4 per cents shall be used to pay the falling 
due boprds and for no other purpose. Could ~ 
the state have paid these bonds without the 
issue of new bonds? I think not, and for 
this reason, when the Nutting bond bill 
was passed in 1873, issuing $1,200.000 of 8 
per cents, it was ordered that $100,900 of 
them should be paid each year thereafter 
nntil all were paid. This provides, there- 
fore, for the payment of $100,000 per annum 
on the public debt until 1887. The constitu- 
tional convention decreed that after 187 
the state should continue ;aying $160,000 
upon the state debt. It was thus clearly de- 
termined, as I look at it, that tre state 
should pay $100,000 per annum steadiiv upon 
its debt and no more. You wiil see, by re- 
ference to the tax and appropriation art, 
that $100,000 of the Nutting ponds for this 
year and also for 1880 are to be paid. This 
is about all the people can stand, and J 
thought it would be unwise to let them pass, 
as the state was pledged by the act sn 
to pay them as they fell due. Therefore, 
the 4 per cents were ordered that they 
might provide a fund with which to. pay

- jt oan to educate the people, 

A great number of annual conferences in 
the southern states have already fallen into 
line with @ hearty appreciation of this 
need, and now levy assessments on their 
constituency for educational purposes. 

Another question that has been asked in 
connection with the coming conference is, 
what shall be done about moving and non- 
resident members and attendance on church 
conferences? 

It is said that the membership of churches 
twenty, thirty, forty and fifty miles from 
Atlanta and other cities in this and neigh- 
poring states is frequently represented here 
and elsewhere. The non-resident member- 
ship of the Methodist church, south, has 
grown so large, it is said, as to constitute 

-g very significant percentage of the whole, 

This state of affairg works a great hurt 
the south, 
and, at the same time, the members them- 
gelves, are said to sustain serious losses re- 
ligiously. 

Then, doubtless, there will also have to 
be an election of one or two more bishops 
to conserve the good interests of the church, 
Of the number that now obtains—ten, two 
are said to be practically incapable of per- 
forming the duties of the office, owing to 
age or other infirmity. 

Missions and missionary work in general 
will require and doubtless receive careful 
consideration at the hands of the quadren- 
nial wonference, and many other subjects 
of like nature and equal import will be 
brought up for deliberation. 

But the one subject that is being dis- 
cussed at the firesides of the people from 
Georgia to Texas and from Florida to Ten- 
nesse is, what will the general conference 
do about evangelists. It is believed by 
many that heavy pressure will be brought 
to bear upon the assembly to provide by 
law for special evangelistic work. Large 
numbers of Methodists high in office and 
in good standing regard the provision as 
a necessity. They believe that the church 
will sustain a great loss, unless such a pro- 
vision is made. As the matter stands now, 
there is no law on the subject. The church 
eode is painfully deficient in this respect. 

Said a well-known Methodist minister the 
other day: “‘There’s a decided demand for 
the evangelist.’ Many influences in certain 
communities arise now and then that tend 
to deaden the life of the gospel and demand 
the services of an evangelist. The evan- 
gelist is needed to destroy their effects 
and to bring the people back to a realiza- 
tion-of the truth. These influences are in- 
imical to the best interests of the church 
— oe not to exist. 

“Then, you know,” coninued he, “there’

But the people will not be 
80 easily satisfied this time; nor will 
the evangelists that are already in the field. 

Heretofore the Rev. Mr. Jones has beeri 
the agent of the Methodist Orphans’ home, 
located at Decatur, and, as its agent, has 
necessarily traveled in its interest. At the 
last north Georgia conference, however, his 
connection with the home was severed. 
According to the rules of the church, Mr. 
Jones no longer has the right to travel as 
in the past; bt he refuses to be tied down 
to a circuit. He finda himself, therefore, in 
the opinion of many, as not being in the 
conference at all, and as having no connec- 
tion with it whatever. Mr. Jones insists, 
however, that he has a perfect right to do 
just as he is doing now, and thus the hitch 


is made. 
Dr. J. B. Robins, pastor of the First Meth- 
- Odist church, in speaking of the matter 
the other day, said: 

“Yes, I believe that Sam Jones’s case will 
add to the interest of the question. Person- 
ally, I can’t for the life of me see any de- 
mand whatever for the modern evangelist; 
and I have been engaged in a discussion of 

‘ the question with Mr. Jones for several 
weeks, in the columns of the official organ 
of the church. 

“Now, there are some men who call them- 

BSiives ‘evangeEsts who hold successful 
meetings. It is wholly unnecessary, however, 
and I believe, positively dangerous for the 
®eneral conference to ‘discuss this matter. 
It -is.sure to cause a great disturbance. 
What is wanted is merely something to 
meet the demand as it is presented to us. 
We don’t want to put men where they will 
be at the necessity of creating a demand. 
It would be sufficient for all purposes, f be- 
lieve, to provide a law for the liberation of 
Such local preachers as develop qualities 
of in this work.

WHAT GREW OUT OF..AN INCIDENT: 


The Officer Talked Sharply to a Woman 
on the Street—Other Police Items — 
of Yesterday. 


A trifling incident in which Patrolman 
Ben Smith figured. and of which little was 
thought at the time, seems fated to have 
a long train of disagreeable circumstances 
for its sequel.

Some pretty warm words passed between 
the officer and the woman, and she charges 
Otticer Smith witn using vile language to 
her. The incident Was a lively one, but the 
Officer thought né more of it five minutes 
alter passing the couple. 

But the young woman was not satisfied 
and she. appeaied to the courts. Ufllicer 
Smith, was tried for Nbel and about two 
weeks ago was given a fine of $25 and 
costs. Before the jury he stated that he 
did what he considered his duty, and if 
placed in the same position would do it 
over again. .
